The Selection Committee will assess the suitability in ail 
respects of officers belonging to the Group ‘A’ Service listed 
in Appendix-II on merits, based on the record of their service 
and experience and any special requirements of the poslfsj 
for which selection is to be made. In judging the suitability 
of the officers, the Selection Committee will give due con¬ 
sideration to their performance as Divisional Railway Mana¬ 
gers aud as Principal Heads of Departments in the Railways 

7. Eligibility 

Officets belonging to Ihc Railway Scivices listed in Appen¬ 
dix-II, who satisfy the following criteria will be eligible for 
consideration by the Seleclion Committee :— 

Every such officer should on 1st July of the yeai in which 
selection is made : 

(i) be less than 56 years of age ; 

(ii) have put in not less than 25 years’ of tegular con¬ 
tinuous set vice including periods of piobation, if 
any, in a G,«nip A’ Service listed in Appendix-II; 

(lii) be holding a level-I or equivalent oi higher post; 

and 


(ii I Theic is no undue predominance of any of the 
Railway Sei vices lisLed in Appendix-II amongst the 
holders of the posls of General Managers and equi¬ 
valent; and 

(iii) An officer of the appropriate service with adequate 
experience in the post of General Manager and equi¬ 
valent would become available for consideration for 
appointment against a future vacancy in the cor¬ 
responding functional post of Members of the Rail¬ 
way Board. 

Piovided, however, that in making recommendations in ac¬ 
cordance wilh (i), (ii) and (iii) above, the Selection Com¬ 
mittee shall as far as may be practicable, cnsuic that the 
difference in batch years between any two officers included 
in any one panel is not ordinarily more than two. 

Explanation I ; For the purpose bf (i) above, holding of 
juoic than 6 posts of General Manage!s and equivalent by 
officers belonging to any one service would ordinarily be con¬ 
st! tied as under predominance. 

Explanation 2 : Batch for the puipose of this paragraph 
will mean per. on;, recruited to any particular service through 
the same competitive examination 

Explanation 3 : 'fue yeai to which any particulai batch of 
a service belongs tviz. Batch year) will be determined bv 
the earliest date on which any »peison selected for appoint¬ 
ment to the service through the same competitive examina¬ 
tion joints. 

Explanation 4 : Two batch year’s difference as mentioned 
in this paragraph is explained through, the following 
example ;— 

If the senior most officer belonging to say one of tho 
eight service, mentioned in Appendix-II selected by the 
Selection Committee for inclusion in the panel, belongs to 
the 1956 batch, then the junior most person belonging to 
any of the services selected for inclusion in the panel, should 
not oidinarily belong to a batch later than 1950. 

9. CuriLiny of Tarn I 

The Selection Committee shall meet once a vear as soon 
alter 1st June of each year as possible, or at such other in¬ 
tervals of less than a year, if the circumstances so reauire 
lor drawing up a panel consisting of such number of names 
as may be necessary for appoinintent to the existing and an¬ 
ticipated vacancies in the posts of General Manager and 
cquwalcnt during the period from 1st July of the vear to the 
30th June of the next yeai. The panel drawn up by the 
Selection Committee shall remain valid for onee vear or the 
dated of the next meeting of the Selection Committee which¬ 
ever is earlier, 

10. Relaxation 

Any of the above mentioned provisions of the Scheme, 
may, if considered expedient in the public interest, be re¬ 
laxed to the extent necessary, in consultation with the 
Department of Personnel & Administrative Reforms. Any 
such relaxation shall be specifically brought to the notice of 
the Appointments Committee of the Cabinet while recom¬ 
mending appointments.
